F o r the fellow who likes the leisure, com ­ 
panionship and sights of travel, the air is a 
little like powdered eggs, dehy drated po­ 
tatoes or a T-bone steak condensed into 
capsule form. There just isn’t any tim e on a 
plane for any thing except departure and a r­ 
rival. It is a kind of travel y ou should by all 
m eans experience as it has much to offer 
but it has its limitations. 
Telev isio n, to o , has a lo t to o ffer but it still 


hasn’t replaced the rewards o f the printed 
wo rd. Kail and air transpo rtatio n bo th hav e 
an atmo sphere alt their o wn and It will he 
a sad day fo r many peo ple If the time ev er 
co m es when there Is no t a free cho ice be­ 
tween them. It will be sad no t just fo r tho se 
peo ple who hav e a fear o f heig hts o r canno t 
adjust phy sically to air trav el. 


It will be a sad day for the fellow who 
gels a big bang out of just walking into the 
train station and hoarding his coach.

An Epochal Labor Day 


This is the day which Americans tradition­ 
ally set aside in observance of the working 
m en and women of the nation. It is a way of 
pay ing honor and tribute to them for the 
vital contribution they m ake to the well-be­ 
ing to the nation. But the day this y ear is 
celebrated am id a considerable degree of 
uncertainty . 
Labor today is concerned over its future 
in one way while all people of the country 
a re concerned about it in perhaps another 
way . Labor has seen itself placed in the past 
y ea r in a position that has been impossible 
to defend. Not in its entirety , but strong seg­ 
m ents of the movement have been found to 
be so corrupt that national legislation has 
now been enacted to curb these abusive tac­ 
tics. 
But legislation alone will be of little help 
and it is here that the uncertainty presents 
itself. The new labor legislation will not 
destroy corruption in unions unless it is en­ 


forced. If this legislation is used as the Taft- 
H arlley law has been used, then it will not 
be of too m uch value. From the standpoint 
of fair and honest labor practices, it is en­ 
forcem ent of the law to which people m ust 
now look. 
Labor interests, on the other hand, are 
concerned that interpretation, enforcement 
and future am endm ent of the bill does not 
deprive them of their strength in bargaining 
w ith m anagem ent and in attem pting to or­ 
ganize. Also, labor faces what appears to be 
a crisis in current negotiations in the steel 
industry and an expected showdown with 
the railroads. 
Should labor suffer substantial losses or 
fail to m ake any gains in dealings on the 
steel and railroad front, it could well be the 
straw to break labor’s back for m any y ears 
to come. Thus, this Labor Day still retains 
its original purpose but a new ingredient has 
been added to the things on which the day 
centers our attention. 


The Great Common Denominator 


At its recent Minneapolis convention the 
American Legion voted against a resolution 
to break down the race and color line in its 
40 and 8 branch—that branch generally 
looked on as the play ground of the Legion. 
This caused the New York Tim es to com­ 
m ent: 
"The 40 & 8 with the support of the con­ 
vention m ajority of 1,650 m em bers can go 
on being funny in its ow'n peculiar way , even 
though 1,388 delegates voted to m ake that 
w ay a truly American way . But unless the 
admissions policy of the 40 & 8 is changed, 
the sky larking‘will never again seem very 
funny .’’ 
The Times has expressed the feeling of a 
great many people, albeit it is speaking of a 
private organization w’hich has a perfect 
right to define who shall share in the pri­ 
vacy . The 40 & 8 does, or used to, draw the 
line on white veterans who had not served 
their country overseas. This, too, is restric­ 
tive, or let us say , selective. 
But The Times is not reflecting upon the 


m orals of privacy . R ather it is giving voice 
to a changing America, a world sensitive 
America, and a leader among leaders which 
is learning that the earth is round, that 
races exist which cannot be disposed of by 
turning one’s back, and that the peoples of 
the earth compose a family . Intolerance, 
even the harm less kind, is becoming obso­ 
lete as indeed it m ust if the United States is 
to dwell on the earth as a universal force. 
As to the 40 & 8 it would feel greatly m ore 
comfortable if it acknowledged the fact’ that 
it exists through one common denominator 
among its m em bers. They defended their 
country in the ultimate test of loy alty which 
is on the battlefield. They should reflect that 
the bullets which struck down their com ­ 
rades m ade no distinction between race, 
creed nor color, but gave them m em bership 
cards in the only perfect and totally honored 
service m an ’s fraternity that exists. The 
perpetual post meetings are in the military 
cem eteries which now are found around the 
world.

terplanetary v o y ag es. 
R adar provides the key to 
both experiments, 
a c t u a l 
tests of which w eic m ade in 
19.)B and again on September 
1 ot this y ear. 


The first tests were sin - 
cessful, but months of cor­ 
relation will be necessary to 
determ ine results of the sec­ 
ond effort. 
The basic idea of the ex­ 
perim ents is to bounce rad ar 
pulses off Venus at that plan­ 
e t’s 
closest 
approach 
to 
E arth and time the return­ 
ing waves to judge the ac­ 
tual distance between t h e 
planets. 
If the success of 1958 is 
duplicated, the scientists will 
be able to prove that radar 
instrum ents are fantastically 
accurate in m easuring enor- 


mous distances, and tha t the 
average distance from t h e 
E arth to the sun — called 
the astronomical uniA — is a 
thousandth of one per cent 
shorter than had been as­ 
sumed.

tance. it becomes so weak 
that it is barely distinguish­ 
able above tlie background 
noise of natural and man- 
m ade static.

In the 1958 tests, a radar 
impulse aimed at Venus took 
295,.5i>65 seconds to m ake the 
round trip hack to E arth 
Thii placed Venus at a dis­ 
tance of 27..530,000 mile.s. 
fwo day .s later as the plan­ 
et receded rapidly in its or­ 
bit, the round trip by the ra ­ 
d ar waves look 302.9842 .sec­ 
onds. indicating t h a t the

pulses can reach and still re­ 
turn in readable fashio n. 
The metho d has do ne ev en 
mo re fo r the future space 
nav ig ato r than the astro no ­ 
mer, enabling him to g uide a 
ro cket ship accurately lo ng 
after the v essel has left the 
v icinity o f the Earth.

'Qualifiers" To Ike's 


Good Will Response 


Coon Rapids Diplomat 


It is now just a m atter of day s until 
P rem ier Nikita Khrushchev arrives for his 
first visit to the United States. 
He is not a beloved character, but unques­ 
tionably he is a formidable one with accent 
on the world-violence, so it behooves offi­ 
cial Washington to treat earnestly 
with 
him and the American people to receive 
him with civility . The reduction of the 
threat of nuclear war takes precedence 
over personal distastes. 
Most of Mr. Khrushchev's contacts will be 
official ones in the form of conducted tours 
and conversations. But tJiere will be one 
person-to-person meeting on the non-official 
level when he arrives at Coon Rapids, Iowa, 
to look over Roswell G arst’s corn-hog farm . 
Mr. Garst, a forthright fellow with a ca­ 
pacity for straight talk, has had relations 
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with Russians before and cam e off vvith 
high honor. Russia has had poor luck in food 
production and has had technical delega­ 
tions over here before try ing to learn the 
secrets of Garst abundance. And Garst him­ 
self 
is no stranger in Moscow nor to 
Khrushchev himself. The two seem to get 
along. 
indeed, both are revolutionists, Khrush­ 
chev with a Communist war club. Garst with 
seed corn. G arst’s revolution is in the dem ­ 
ocratic American tradition which doesn’t in­ 
volve calling out the army . He evolves new 
and belter methods of providing plenty and 
changes the world by adding to Its wealth 
and security . 
Garst is not actually a small farm er. He 
and his son operate 1,000 acres of their own 
and m anage 5,000 more, incidental activities 
include banking and hy brid seed corn pro­ 
duction. 
But it is interesting to know 
that 
the 
G arsts averaged 108 bushels to the acre on 
the home thousand last y ear — dry land 
farm ing, not irrigation. The national average 
was 51.7 bushels. G arst is willing to spend 
money to m ake money . He put $ 35 an acre 
into crop preparation from tillage to seed, 
plus fertilizer, insecticides 
and the like: 
scorns rotation because it is too costly and 
too slow’: feeds the soil annual doses of nitro­ 
gen instead, and m akes it pay off. 
This is all interesting because soon Mr. 
G arst and Mr, Khrushchev will meet in a 
.strong voiced consultation. The anomaly is 
that the distributor of wealth from Moscow 
has precious little to distribute while the 
capitalist from Coon Rapids has it run­ 
ning out his ears. He may be able to con­ 
vince Mr. K. that there are easier way s 
of getting wealth than beating it to pieces 
with a stick, if he does, peace will not be 
too hard to come bv. 


PARIS — Taken at face 
value. President Eisenhow­ 
e r’s bold adventure in per­ 
sonal diplomacy has been a 
thumping success. 
Germ any is the most con­ 
spicuous example. The P re s ­ 
ident left 
Chancellor 
Ade­ 
nauer fairly purring w i t h 
pleasure. Whether it was co-' 
incidence or not, one day aft­ 
er the President’s visit to 
Bonn, Adenauer sent off a 
letter to Khrushchev that rep­ 
resented 
a 
fundamental 
change in his attitude, since 
by implication at least he 
dismissed 
the 
reunification 
of Germ any as not decisive 
in working out Russian-Ger­ 
m an relations. 
What is ev en mo re ex tra­ 
o rdinary , this drew an im ­ 
mediate fav o rable respo nse 
fro m Khrushchev , who I. a s 
made the chancello r his fa­ 
v o rite targ et fo r v ituperatio n. 
The essence of .\denauer’s 
note, mild and reasonable in 
tone, was a restatem ent of 
his 
often-expressed 
convic­ 
tion that controlled and in­ 
spected disarm am ent 
must 
take precedence over every ­ 
thing else in the search for 
peace. Adenauer urged that 
disarm am ent 
negotiations, 
broken off in 1957, be im ­ 
mediately resumed. This is 
the goal of the western po v- 
ers set forth at the end of 
the Geneva foreign 
minis­ 
ters’ meeting.

But there is no reason to 
believe that the West and the 
E ast are* any nearer than

ment. A wide gap exists on 
the elem entary business of 
the inspections necessary for

testing. -Vnd judging by the 
crum b of encouragement he 
threw to the Poles, which 
they promptly spurned, .\dc- 
nauer is unwilling to make 
even the first timid move to­ 
ward 
regularizing 
present 
borders and accepting t h e 
reality of current geography . 


-Able men in the G erm an F o r­ 
eign Office, such as H erbert 
von Kessel, who believe this 
is a prim ary requisite are 
now stepping out. 
When it co m es to Eng land, 
the happiness and harmo ny 
appear to be unqualified, un­ 
less it is by the do ur dis­ 
trust o f the Labo r Party . 
It is here in F rance that 
the qualifiers m ust be most 
judiciously 
applied. 
T he 
President came here want­ 
ing to be able to approve a 
“ liberal" French solution for 
the w ar in Algeria. This is 
im perative so that A m erican 
influence can be brought to 
bear to try to prevent the 
adoption in the United N a­ 
tions General Assembly of a 
resolution 
c o n d e m n i n g 
France — a resolution that 
w ould enormously complicate 
Gen. 
De Gaulle’s 
problem 
and perhaps m ake his posi­ 
tion impossible. 
The indications are that a 
‘iibe ra l’’ formula will be ap­ 
proved by the United States 
when De Gaulle unveils it. 
.And this formula could be 
sufficiently broad and gen­ 
eralized to forestall the ca­ 
lamity of a U.N. re.solution. 


But whether it can end the 
war and thereby reso lv e the 
pro blems that press so hard 
o n De Gaulle and his per­ 
so nalized g o v ernment is o pen 
to g rav e do ubt.
